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PRESIDENT'S MESSAGE -(JUNE, 1958) 

B EFORE telling you of present af¬ 
fairs of the Institute, or of our 
plans for the future, I would like to 
comment on the year of our past- 
president, S/L. Herb Mackenzie. In 
1957 more new members joined the 
Institute than in any previous year. 
It was a year that was not without 
growing pains, as many of our func¬ 
tions are without cost or below cost 
to members attending. The result, 
due to larger attendance at these 
functions, was more money had to be 
paid out of our net revenue from dues. 

S/L. Mackenzie and his directors, 
and the Honorary-Secretary, some of 
who retired last year-end, deserve 
full credit and our recognition for the 
excellent administrative work they 
did last year and for the excellent 
social affairs they arranged. 

Our present position is an envi¬ 
able one in many ways . . . and is 
unique in tri-service institutes. On 
the other hand we have problems. 
The problems are not insurmountable 
and most of them, we believe, can 
be resolved this year, or plans can be laid to overcome them next year. 

The Alberta United Services Institute in Calgary is, we are led to 
believe, the second largest tri-service officers' club in Canada. We have 
over 1,400 members, and we have no honourary members or associate 
members. We definitely are the most active Institute of our kind in Canada. 
We enjoy most attractive, if somewhat cramped, quarters along with 
officers of the Mewata Garrison, and relations between our two organiza¬ 
tions have never been more harmonious. We are fortunate in the individ¬ 
ual attention we receive from the staff and in the excellent meals from the 
catering company and its capable staff. Functions we hold are well 
attended, well organized, enjoyed and are colorful. We have money in 
bonds and we have money in the bank. Our members still enjoy the 
lowest dues for any comparable quarters and services we know of any¬ 
where . . . and our lounge is more attractive than any of the clubs in the 
city where the dues are ten times or more than ours. These are some 
of our blessings. 

Pressing problems now engage our attention, however. An obvious 
one is that of crowding in our mess quarters. On some week days, lun¬ 
cheon hour finds our lounge and temporary dining room with every seat 
filled. Nothing could be more encouraging, but further and expected 
increases in membership will make this a cause of discontent. There has

also been an increase in recent years in the social activities of Garrison 
units, and our own, that require the lounge. To confine non-participating 
Garrison and A.U.S.I. members on these evenings to the remaining space 
in the mess at present is unavoidable, though disconcerting. 

To cope with this present problem the A.U.S.I., in concert with the 
Mewata Garrison Mess, have requested of "the powers that be" permis¬ 
sion be given to the combined mess to take over and use more space in 
the Armouries for our mutual need. With this added space it is suggested 
that a function of any unit, or ourselves, will not prevent other members 
from enjoying their full mess privileges. Discussions are well under way 
on this plan. So far it has met with approval at all levels of discussion. 
A.U.S.I. members must be advised, however, that these added conveni¬ 
ences will not be without cost. 

Another problem that also has developed due to A.U.S.I. growth is 
that of administration of routine affairs of the Institute. These are not the 
affairs that engage the attention of the directors. Nor are they the affairs 
that part-time or volunteer member help can cope with. We are operating 
a large club and large clubs our size in this city have a number of full-time 
paid employees to take care of the same routine with which we are faced. 
We would not require as large a staff . . . but it is very apparent that we 
have grown to where we need an office and equipment and furnishings 
of our own with some full-time help. This, also, will cost money. 

We have agreed to continue, and with increased membership we 
should expand our support of tri-service cadet activity, cadet scholarship, 
cadet trophies for sports events, support of our A.U.S.I. cricket club, Navy 
Army and Air Force permanent force and militia public presentations . . . 
and social functions of our own members. 

We mention here that overtures have been made to other Institutes 
in Canada for temporary exchanges of privileges for visiting members 
when advisd by letter in advance. In cost cases the suggestion has been 
received enthusiastically. 

In closing this message, I say that it will be a memorable year for 
me, and I hope that the directors and myself can make it one for you, also. 

We will appreciate your advice and your co-operation.

Mr. President and Gentlemen : 

At our annual general meeting in 
January of last year I was very pleased 
to report to you that there was an in¬ 
creased interest in our Library. During the 
past year I have been gratified to meet 
even more Institute members who have at 
last realized that we offer more than a 
bar and a billiards table. 

As is routine I appeal to Library fans 
to return the borrowed books. This matter 
of delayed book returns is a worry of 
librarians the world over.

The Annual Meeting of the Alberta United Services Institute was 
held in the Garrison Officers' Mess at Mewata Armouries January 31, 1958.

• MINUTES 

The Secretary read the Minutes of the 
last Annual Meeting, and it was moved 
by Col. Cunnington and seconded by Capt. 
Turner (carried) that the minutes be adopt¬ 
ed as read. 

o PRESIDENT'S REPORT 

The President read his report and 
moved its adoption. This was seconded 
and carried. 

• SECRETARY-TREASURER'S REPORT 
This report was read by F/Lt. Lane 

and approved. 

• AUDITOR'S REPORT 

Lieut. Morrison read his report and 
presented the annual financial statement. 
He moved its adoption, which was second¬ 
ed by Col. Cunnington and, after consider¬ 
able discussion, the motion was carried. 

• LIBRARIAN'S REPORT 

Surg. Lt.-Cdr. D. Shute read his report. 
He referred specifically to the value of 
the Library and, while moving the report's 
adoption, suggested that the grant of $100 
be continued. This was seconded and 
carried with applause. 

o SCHOLARSHIP 

The Secretary reported that on the 
morning prior to the meeting he had re¬ 
ceived a letter from the Registrar of the 
University of Alberta regarding the exam¬ 
ination results of the lone applicant Mr. 
Donald Mackinnon of Olds, Alberta, and 
that everything was now apparently in 
order to make the award which the direc¬ 
tors had decided to have done at an early 
function. 

• BUILDING FUND 

Brig. K. B. Lockett, O.B.E., E.D., referr¬ 
ing to the financial statement, stated that 
it would appear necessary to increase dues 
or raise the price of admission at Institute 
functions. 

He made a motion, which was not 
seconded, that an increase of $5 a year 
in membership dues be implemented. He 
recommended that this be done so that 
there would be no deficit on the 1958 
operation. 

Col. Cunnington pointed out that never 
before had the Military Ball shown a loss, 
and he stated that in fact it had always 


shown a profit, with the exception of one 
year. 

The following was moved by Col. 
Cunnington, seconded by Major Aubrey 
Edwards and carried: That the incoming 
directorate take cognizance of the remarks 
made at this meeting. 

It was moved by Lt. H. W. Owens, 
seconded by Ford Mallett, that membership 
dues be increased to $20 a year for mem¬ 
bers now paying $10 and that other be on 
a pro rata basis. The motion was lost. 

• ELECTION OF OFFICERS 

The following officers were elected by 
acclamation: President — Major E. D. 

Waines; Vice-president—Lt. Col. J. H. 
Mooney, E.D.; Navy Director — Lt. Cmdr. 
G. Manolescu, C.D.; Air Force Director-— 
F/O Dave Coutts; Army Director — Major 
Peter Fry, Major J. C. Anderson; Auditor 
— Lt. D. Morrison; Librarian — Surg. Lt. 
Cmdr. D. Shute. The Continuing Directors 
are: Army — Lt. Col. M. Tennant, Lt. Col. 
C. M. Johnson; Air Force--F/Lt. M. P. 
Stronach. 

S/L. Mackenzie then handed the 
meeting over to the new President, Major 
Waines, who expressed his appreciation 
for being elected to the Presidency and for 
having been on the directorate for the past 
three years. He paid tribute to S/Ldr. Mac- 
Kenzie for the progress made during the 
past year on behalf of the Institute. 

He pointed out that the Institute is the 
second largest in Canada and noted with 
satisfaction the appreciable increase of 
R.C.A.F. and Navy men who had joined, 
commenting — again with satisfaction — 
on the harmony which had prevailed in 
the Institute and the Garrison Officer's 
Mess during the past year. He said the 
directorate would welcome any suggestions 
made by the members with regards to the 
Institute's progress. 

It was moved by Col. Cunnington, 
seconded by Major Anderson, that a 
hearty vote of thanks be tendered S/L. 
Mackenzie for his work as President during 
the past year, and that a vote of thanks 
be accorded to The Calgary Herald, The 
Albertan and the radio and TV stations 
for their co-operation. This was carried 
with applause. 

The meeting closed with the singing 
of the Queen at 10:30 p.m. and refresh¬ 
ments were served.

The 1957 Alberta United Services 
Cricket Club was most successful and, 
although the club did not win the local 
league championship, it did finish in second 
place. For the second straight year the club 
won the Hingston Cup which is now housed 
with the other trophies in the Garrison 
Officer's Mess. 

A most ambitious tour of California was 
undertaken by members of the A.U.S.C.C. 
A touring side which included six members 
of the club, travelled 3,000 miles, played 
six games and made a great many friends 
for Canada.

• ENIOYED CALGARY 

"Calgary was only a two-day venture, 
but those two days were well worth while. 
I entertained the Canadian Legion for two 
sessions and a most enthusiastic audience, 


even boisterous at times, was easy to en¬ 
tertain. The billiards were something new 
to them; the snooker they enjoyed, but the 
lesson on ball control and the trick shots 
seemed to steal their fancy. I signed their 
autograph book, which was started by 
H.R.H. The Prince of Wales, and signed by 
all the notables visiting Calgary. Since 
that time I feel proud to be New Zealand's 
world champion. 

"At the Garrison Officers' Mess I played 
on the perfect billiards table, and made a 
couple of 400's, one in the afternoon and 
one at night. The officers were the nicest 
I have ever played for, in what was cer¬ 
tainly a perfect setting. I practised there 
a little and really enjoyed playing for 
them, and I must thank Mr. Sleen for the 
engagement and such an enjoyable time."

He was thanked by letter by the direc¬ 
tors of the Institute on behalf of the 
members. 
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ANNUAL MESS DINNER, 1957 


A warning that NATO ties are weaken¬ 
ing in a "resurgence of German military 
might" which could lead to a Third Great 
War was given by Air Vice-Marshal J. L. 
Plant when he spoke to members at the 
annual Vimy Dinner April 12, 1957. 

The retired R.C.A.F. officer said some 
European partners are already breaking 
away from NATO and pointed out that 
should NATO break up after re-arming 
Germany it would leave that country with 
the greatest land force of any NATO coun¬ 
try and conceivably pave the way for 
another major conflict. 

"Would it not be a tragedy for Ger¬ 
many, whose world power ambitions we 
have twice had to thwart, to be the cause 
of it?" 

• WEAK TERMS 

One of NATO'S weaknesses was in the 
terms under which it operated, Air Vice- 
Marshal Plant said. Air defence over 
national territory was defined as a respon¬ 
sibility of that nation. This was weak, he 
felt, because a country such a Britain must 
rely on an early warning system "as far 
east as possible" in order to protect herself. 

This involved establishing the warning 
line in Germany and giving her concessions 
in return. Thus Germany is being restored 
to the status of a world power while NATO 
becomes weaker. He expressed confidence, 
though, that the German threat could be 
met. 

"The Germans could have taken Russia 
the last time had the Western powers not 


intervened. We took the Germans and we 
can take the Russians, if it's necessary." 

• NEW WEAPONS 

Referring to the effect of modern wea¬ 
pons on the planning of a defence in a 
future war, the speaker said that inter¬ 
continental weapons were "just around 
the corner." He noted that Britain was al¬ 
ready taking them into account in her 
announced cutbacks in manpower by 1962. 

He defended the DEW and mid-Canada 
lines, noting that some critics had referred 
to them as a China wall. 

"The China wall has lasted a long 
time,' he commented, "and these can, too. 
Perhaps they have deferred the time of 
the next war, and the one after that." 

• THIRD WAR COMING 

He said he had no doubts there would 
be a third major war in the future, but he 
thought it could be delayed "a long time." 
The cost of the Second Great War had been 
estimated at about $3 trillion, adding that 
this represented more money than has been 
spent on all the schools, churches and 
hospitals "since the birth of Christ." 

The next war, he warned, could cost us 
"all human life on earth." Even now some 
experts are predicting that the carrying out 
of only "a few" more hydrogen bomb tests 
"will spell the end of life on earth as we 
know it." 

Following Air Vice-Marshal Plant's ad¬ 
dress, Col. J. S. Ross, Calgary Garrison 
Commandant, paid tribute to the "heritage, 
courage and devotion to duty" of those who 
served at Vimy.

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IMPERIAL DEFENCE COLLEGE 
GROUP ENTERTAINED BY A.U.S.L 


A British Army general who has been 
a post-war commander in Berlin, Malaya 
and the Middle East was among the staff 
and 17 students of the Imperial Defence 
College Great Britain, when they visited 
Calgary, Thursday, August 7th, 1958. 

Heading the visit was General Sir 
Geoffrey K. Bourne, KCB, KBE, CMB, corn- 
candant of the Imperial Defence College, 
the British Commonwealth's top military 
training established. General Bourne was 
General Officer Commanding the British 
sector of Berlin in 1949-51, Malaya in 1954- 
56, and was Commander-in-chief, Middle 
East Land Forces, 1956-57, during the 
critical period of British-French action in 
Suez. 

The year-long course at the Imperial 
Defence College includes extensive studies 
of the geopolitical aspects of defence. In 
the final weeks of the course students are 
assigned to syndicates, which carry out 
separate tours of North America, Europe 
and the Far East, studying the industrial 
and economic systems and conditions in 
various countries. 

IN THIS AREA 

During their one-day visit to Calgary 
the students, made up of senior officers 
from throughout the British Commonwealth, 
were scheduled to tour the Glenbow 


Foundation, the ranches of Don Matthews 
and Clem Gardiner at Pirmez Creek, west 
of Calgary, and attend a buffet supper at 
the country home of Lt./Col. George Mc¬ 
Mahon. Thursday evening they attended 
a reception at the Mewata Officers' Mess 
as guests of the Alberta United Services 
Institute. 

Besides General Bourne, the visiting 
party included several top-ranking armed 
service and government officials from vari¬ 
ous parties of the Commonwealth.

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A.U.S.I. AND GARRISON REQUEST SPACE 
TO KEEP PACE WITH GROWING NEED 


This summer the A.U.S.I. and the Gar¬ 
rison joined together in a request for much 
needed space in the armouries. This is not 
the first request. Previous requests have 
been shelved for technical reasons or be¬ 
cause those concerned became so enmesh¬ 
ed in red-tape and controversy that they 
lost sight of the objective. 

This year it was different. 

There can be no complaint about delays 
or lack of interest by army officials since 
the Garrison and the A.U.S.I. made a new 
start of the campaign in early May. 

The additional space planned would be 
on the west end of the mezzanine floor of 
the armouries. It would join with what we 
presently have by going through a wall of 
the present kitchen in the south-west kit¬ 
chen area of the building. This would 
provide another large room, to be used 
when required for a dining room for up to 
200 people ... or for A.U.S.I. or unit use 
when the present lounge is reserved, and 
is closed to members. Many days now at 
noon a place to eat or even sit down is 
not available. This problem would be over¬ 
come. The plan also includes enlarging the 
billiard room and moving it; enlarging the 
kitchen and bringing it up-to-date; pro¬ 
viding separate wash room facilities for 
staff only, and for women; providing a 
second bar set-up to be used for the new 
area during rush periods or when two 
functions require two bars. 

J. A. Cawston, one of our members who 
designed our present lounge, prepared pre¬ 
liminary plans at the request of the Gar¬ 
rison and A.U.S.I. 

During the year discussions took place 
between the A.U.S.I. president and direc¬ 
tors, the Garrison president and directors, 
the Commander of 22 Militia Group, Com¬ 
manding Officers of Militia units using 
Mewata Garrison, the Commander of Cal¬ 
gary Garrison and the area engineer's 


office, Major-General Vokes of Western 
Command, Lt.-General Graham, then Chief 
of General Staff; and recently, in December, 
with Brigadier Meuser, Deputy Quarter¬ 
master-General. (Brigadier H. L. Meuser, 
O.B.E., C.D., was commander of the North- 
West Highway. He addressed a joint meet¬ 
ing of the A.U.S.I. and The Engineering 
Institute of Canada at the mess in 1957). 
Architects plans were shown, costs were 
indicated and approval sought. 

At the present time everyone has indi¬ 
cated approval and permission without 
doubt will be granted for the space and 
changes subject to two considerations: (a) 
Money for the planned $10,000 alteration 
and $20,000 equipment must be provided 
from some source other than the army as 
public funds are not available for this type 
of program, (b) The changes must pass the 
requirements of the army engineers, which 
is reasonable. 

An A.U.S.I. committee is now consider¬ 
ing the next step that must be taken.

Members will remember James Thomson, 
who was listened to with great interest 
on January 21st, of this year in the Ar¬ 
mouries. 

Since, Mr. Thomson has retired as 
Deputy High Commissioner for the United 
Kingdom in Ottawa and has established in 
Edmonton a new office known as "United 
Kingdom Information Service." 

Mr. Thomson recently wrote promising 
the A.U.S.I., Brigadier Longrigg, an expert 
on Middle-East affairs, as a speaker, Thurs¬ 
day, April 9th, 1959. We hastened to 
accept. 

Mr. Thomson's new task is to make and 
maintain contact with the Provincial Gov¬ 
ernment and local authorities; the Univer¬ 
sity of Alberta; high schools throughout 
the province; press, radio and television, 
and all those who seek a knowledge of 
the problems, policies, and achievements 
of the United Kingdom in particular and 
the Commonwealth in general. At the 
headquarters office in Edmonton, Mr. Thom¬ 
son has a small staff dealing with every¬ 
thing connected with the United Kingdom 
(apart from trade questions, which are 
dealt with by the Trade Commissioner) 
ranging from requests for United Kingdom 
passports, information on United Kingdom 
customs duties to distribution of United 
Kingdom magazines, newspapers and offi¬ 
cial publications to individuals, libraries 
and the like throughout the province. Mr. 
Thomson himself travels extensively 
throughout Alberta in pursuit of the 
purpose for which his office has been 
established. 

About the man himself, there is this to 
say: Mr. Thomson is a Scot and was edu¬ 
cated at Edinburgh University. 

He served in the First World War with 
the Second and Fourth Canadian Divisions 
in France. 

He entered the British Civil Service by 
competitive examination and served in the

During the last war he was in charge 
of the Economic Division of the India Office 
dealing with supplies for India. 

In recent years he has been in charge 
of the economic side of Commonwealth 
Relations Office, dealing with Common¬ 
wealth economic development. In 1950, he 
was a member of the United Kingdom 
delegations which dealt, at successive 
Commonwealth conferences, with the plan 
of economic development in Asia entitled 
"The Colombo Plan". He was United King¬ 
dom Deputy High Commissioner in Ottawa 
from 1951 to 1954, and again from April, 
1957, to April, 1958, when he retired from 
the public service — to be re-employed 
immediately as United Kingdom Information 
Officer in Alberta.

LT.-GEN. GRAHAM SAYS WEST 
WON'T START ATOM WAR 


Lieut. General H. D. Graham, C.B.E., 
D.S.O., E.D., C.D., LL.B., Q.C., Chief of the 
General Staff, Army Headquarters, guest 
speaker April 11 at the Calgary A.U.S.I. 
Annual (Vimy) Dinner, said he doubts if 
such a battle as Vimy Ridge will be fought 
again in the modern-day concept of war. 

"Canada's prime defence policy is the 
prevention of war," 

Among the preventive means being 
used by Canada are the sending of armed 
service personnel to help the United Na¬ 
tions and NATO police danger theatres in 
Indo-China, Kashmir, Israel-Syria-Jordan 
borders, Egypt and Western Europe, he 
said. Lieut. General Graham said it is 
"anybody's guess" whether an attack 
would be made by bombers or missiles 
but those in the know say it is quite con¬ 
ceivable that missies will replace bomb¬ 
ers "but not completely" in any aggressive 
action on the part of a potential enemy. 


Because total war would be "mutual 
suicide," he believes it is remote. Canada 
must continue to spend heavily to prevent 
localized attacks from air and sea, he said. 
The Chief of Staff said ground forces must 
be employed, in this concept of war, and 
able to meet the threat of localized nuclear 
war. 

The ground forces must be equipped 
with air lifts and amphibious craft for great 
mobility. 

This country should press for an inter¬ 
national airborne police force as a deterrent 
to war. 

If all measures to prevent war fail, 
Canada needs a strong civil defence force 
to enable the country to survive atomic 
warfare. 

He said civil defence action is not only 
the task of the militia but regular forces 
task, too.
